Ang even numbered section ef Do- 
ninion Lands in Mantoba or the 
Northwest Territories, exeepting 8 
ine 26, which has not beep 30me- 
teaded, or reserved to provide wood 
ots for geetilers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
iny person who ia the sole head ef a 
amily, or any maie over 3* yeare of 
ge to the extent of one quarter sen- 
tion, of 169 acres ,morse or lees 

ENTRY.--Entry may he made per- 
the distriet in which the lant to ‘be 
tuken is situate, or, if the home 
steader desires, he may, on epplice 
tion to the Minister of the [Interior 
Mtawa, the Commissioner of Imm- 
zration, Winnipeg, or the local agen: 
‘or the district an which the land «& 
situate, recenve authority for sore 
oue to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a bomestes 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry fo: 
1 homestead is required by the pre 
visions of the Dominien Londs Aeot 
ind the amenaments thereto to per 
orm the conditions souneeted therr 
sith, under one of the followiny 
plans: 

(1) At least six monthe’ residence: 
ipon and oultivation of the land 
cach year during the term of thre 
years 

(2) If the father (or motber, if th- 
father is deseased) of any person wh 
ia eligible te make a homretead entrs 
under the provisions of thin Act, re 
side upon a farm im the vicinity o 
the land entered for by such perse, 
as &@ homestead, the requirement« o 
this Act as to residence prior te on 
taining patent, may he satisfied by 
suck person residing with the fathbe 
or mother.
